Companies Glaim Applications for
Positions are Daily In-
creasing.

ARBITRATION NOW DOUBTFUL

Efforts to be Made to Cause a Sympa-
thetic Btrike Among the Engineers
at the Power House Which If Suc-
cessful Will Tig Up the System.

New York, March $.—Inlerest in Lhe
ntrike of uu‘i-wuy and elevaled rallway
employes now center In the proposed

effort to cause o sympathetle walkout
of engineers and firemen at all tae
power houses In this city so as to
paralyze all the trafic. Leaders of the
strike against the Interborough com-
piiny have previously made no effort
to shut off the power on those lines,
belleving they could win without such
nteps. \

The movement was st in motlon at
the meeting of the bullding trades sec-
tlog of the Centridl Federmied union
when the members of (he wtiom
unanimously endorsed the sirlke and
named u committee (o confer with Wil-
llam L. Jepcks to make plans for
reaghing the engineers and firemen,
steong appeal was made to the meeting
by John ¥, Hefferman, secretary of the
Amalgamated  Assoclation. He sald
that If the Aremen and engineers In
the varlous power houses could be In-
dueed to go out it would soon bring
the Interborough company to lerms
Such n move, he sald, would cut off
every bit of power In the city. It
would mean the Instant paralysis ot
surface lines and throw the entire
trafMe burden upon the Interborough
street line, provided the men in the
Interborough power house refused to
join the sirike.

If it were possible
to get the men employed there to quit

There are about 300 men employed
In thowe howses and nearly all are
members of the Engineers’ and Flre
men's unlona.
